WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 21.—A Speaker is 
seldom pronounced successful in the selec- 
tion of his commitiees on the day of their an- 
nouncement, and Speaker Keifer is receiving 
the usual congratulations from those who 
are satisfied, and the rather warm condeni- 
nation of those who are disappointed. A 
careful examination of the list will show 
that the obligations of a Speakerthip cam- 
paign are numerous and exacting, and that 
the result often is that smali men are put in 
large places, while men of long service and 
distinguished ability are left in retirement 
and in unimportant places. There are some 
notable instances of this in the committees an- 
nounced today. Perhaps not more, however, 
than are usual, for the tin.e has yet to come 
whefl committees are framed in accordance 
with the merits, abilities, and experience of 
the members composing them, and when a 
Speaker enters upon the important work of 
organizing the committees without having 
incurred any obligauons or having made any 
pledges. Very few of the members are as 
yet inclined to express their opinion on the 
organization of the committees, preferring to 
wait a day or two and make a careful analy- 
sis of the list before plucing themselves on 
record. Those who do give any opinions on 
the subject confine themselves principally to 
the effect on certain localities and the treat 
inent of certain delegations. 
A PROMINENT WESTERN REPRESENTATIVE . 
said this afternoon, “It is a very strange and 
unsatisfactory organization. While the West 
bas not much reason to complain of non- 
representation in Chairmanships, nor even 
in important places on the various commit- 
tees, it cannot said to have been 
treated fairly. Keifer’s friends rather 
than the representative men of the section 
have been given good places. Page. 
of California, and Hazleton and Pound, of 
Wisconsin, whe really made Keifer Speaker, 
have been rewarded, and they are charged to 
the West. They should be credited to 
Keiter's Speakership debts. There are 
abundant evidences,” continued this gentie 
man, “in the organization of committees 
of the bargains driven with Keifer by those 
who elected him Speaker.

The 
work would, doubtiess, e been more Sat- 
isfactory if Mr. Robesun had been consider- 
ably less prominent in the matter.

This proposed 
amendment is simply to restore the penalties 
of the fire ordinance to what they were before 
the ordinances of the city Were emascu- 
lated by Jamieson, the reviser, at an expense 
of $12,000, by cutting out the penalties and 
leaving the law practically a dead letter. It 
is to be hopéd the Council will, after so many 
months’ delay and dereliction of duty, restore, 
as this amendment provides, the penalties for 
continuous violation of the law for the pro- 
tection of the city against widespread con- 
flagration and destruction.

PaCKED wan AND MEANS COMMITTEE. 

Assuming to be correct the list of members 
whom Speaker Keifer is said to have selected 
for the Committee on Ways Means in 
the National House: of Keprese ves, the 
constitution of that committee is the most 
remarkable event not only of the present 
Congress, but of all Congressional affairs 
during the past twenty years. 

The Ways and Means Committee of the 
House is considered the most important and 
fhflueatiai one of that body. The Constitu- 
tion requires that all revenue measures shall 
originate in the House of Representatives, 
and this committee has almost absolute con- 
trol and direction of the methods that shall 
be pursued for raising the 4 
enues. Of course it cannot pass meas of 
its own motion, but it practically exercises 
the power under the rules of excluding from 
favorable consideration any measures which it 
does not approve, and has great advantages 
in urging the adoption of such measures as it 
may see fit to report. This committee so far 
outranks all the others in Congress that a 
mere membership thereof is regarded as 
more desirable than a Chairmanship of any 
other committee. Such preéminence is the 
natural result of the extraordinary powers 
conferred on the Ways and Meang Committee 
by the rules and practices of the House. 

In view of these well-known conditions 
and the pending agitation concerning the 
riecessary revision of the customs tariff and 
the proposed abolinén of the internal rev- 
enue system, the sectional complexion of the 
committee which Speaker Keifer is alleged 
to have selected is so pronognced that it ex- 
cites suspicion of a deliberate purpuse, not 
merely to refuse the country any relief from 
the exto s and discriminations of the tar- 
iff, but actually to reduce the revenues from 
internal taxation to an extent that will enable 
an increase of the tariff exactions. This the- 
ory will appear platisible from an enumera- 
tlon of some of the striking characteristics of 
the committee. 

1, There are three Pennsylvania ultra-tar- 
iffites on the new committee, which consists 
of eleven members. Out of thirty-eight 
States Pennsy!vania, which is known as the 
hotbed of protection, has as much repre- 
sentation on the committee which fixes the 
rate ot the duties as one-third of all the re- 
mainder of the States. 6 

2. There are four members from the West 
on this committee. Of these Mr. McKinley, 
of Ohio, has made himseif couspleuous dur- 
ing the past few months as an ultra-protec- 
tionist. He was the Chairman of the More- 
Tariff” Convention in Chicago, which de- 
clared a tariff for revenue only” to be un- 
constitutional, and in that capacity he 
avowed himself emphatically to be in favor 
of a tariff for protection, with incidental 
revenue only.“ Kasson, of Iowa, and Dun- 
nell, of Minnesota, both incline to the pro- 
tection school, and Morrison, of IIlinois, a 
Democrat and in the hopeless minority on 
the committee, is the only Western member 
who believes in tariff reform. 

3. A majority of the Republicans on the 
committee are from Pennsylvaniaand New 
England, sections which favor the mainte- 
nance and increase of a high tariff. and a 
majority of the Democrats are from the 
South, a section which is favorable to a re- 
peal of the internal-revenue system in order 
to gain an advantage for the whisky and to- 
bacco interests of the South. 

4. Judge Kelley, the Chairman of the com- 
mittee, and Mr. Randall, the leading Demo- 
erat og the committee, are not only extreme 
protectionists, but beth gentlemen have 
openly declared their advocacy of the repeal 
of all internal taxation; which yielded $130,- 
000,000 last year, in order to add that enor- 
mous stim to the tariff system. Of this 
amount over $100,000,000 are collected from 
whisky and tobacco. 

It cannot reasonably be denied, after scan- 
ning these features-of the Ways and Means 
Committee, that it has been made up with 
special consideration for the sections which 


adhere to the theory of ultra vrotection to 


one-tenth of the people ef the United States 
at the expense of the other fine-tenths, 
with some favoritism for the growing senti- 
ment in the South in opposition to the taxa- 
tion ot whisky and tobacco, and in utter dis- 
regard of the vast agricultural interests of 
the West. Had Pig-Iron Kelley himself had 
the selection of the committee he could 
searcely have picked out men Who would 
better serve the aims of the coddled class of 
his section, and the agriculti ra West has no 
reason to rejoice over the apparent triumph 
which was secured by the election of a Mid- 
dle-State man as Speaker. We do not think 
the Ways and Means Committee was ever be- 
fore packed with so palpable a purpose in 
view. and, judging from the material used, 
there is evidently littie hope for a modifica- 
tion of the tariff at this session of Congress, 
though explicitly, recommended by the Pres- 
ident and the Secretary of the Treasury, who 
are both Eastern men.

From 
whatever direction navigators have sougut 
to reach the pole, Nature has surprised and 
pitilesiy punished them, until at last nearly 
all exploring expeditions to those regions are 
made not so much to penetrate that awful 
circle around the pole as to rescue those who 
have tried to creas it. 

We presume there will always be adven- 
turous men, impelled by curiosity and hardi- 
hood on the one hand, and by the expecta- 
tion on the other of discovering something 
in that unknown country Which most proba- 
bly exists in their own imaginations only,

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‘A NOVEL CHARITY IN ENGLAND. 

One of the most remarkable incid-nts of 
the disturbed condition of affairs in Ireland 
is, that an aristocratic society has been or 
ganized in England, with the Queen at the 
head of it, to relieve the distress prevailing 
among a ciass of landlords (ladies) drawing 
rents heretofore frum Ireland. So deeply 
are the sympathies of the Queen touched 
that she subscrived $5,000 for the relief of 
English ladies dependent on Irish rents, 
and in all there have been donated by the 
aristocracy and gentry over £70,000. The* 
good Queen also gave for the relief of the 
Irish famine in 1879 tHe sum of $487; but 
every littie helped. An explanation of this 
unusual proceeding will show how widely 
the effects of the land agitanon in Ireland 
have extended. The landlords of Ireland gen- 
erally, though not all, have inherited en- 
tailed lands, charged with “ settlements ”’ 
and incumbrances of every kind, for the ben- 
efit of the widows, daughters, nieces, sis- 
ters, and other relatives of the landlord. 
These settlements are charges upon the land, 
are in the nature of annuities, and some es- 
tates are thus incumbered up to the 
highest possible rent that can be 
aqueezed out of them. All over En- 
gland are families whose sole or chief 
means of livitiz are obtained under these as- 
signments of rents on the Irish tenants. Olid 
maids support themselves, and widows and 
daugiiters alap, out of these rack-rents. The 
law giving the title to the estate to the oldest 
son, his brothers and sisters have annual 
sums made a legal charge on the rents of the 
land tor their support. At the same time, 
like provision has come down from previous 
years for the support of aunts, nieces, and 


Other relatives. , 


The great bulk of the Irish estates own 
by Englishmen are thus covered by these 
charges, which are all to be paid from the 
rents that can be tortured out of the tenants. 
When crops fail and the reut is not paid the 
income of all these cousins and aunts, uncies, 
sisters, and brothers is difficult of collection, 
and then come evictions, and famine, and 
death to the unfortunate tenants. 

During the last furty years the demand to 
satisfy these incumbrance-liens on the rent 
has been increasing, and to keep pace with 
the income needed the rents have been con- 
stantly and remorselesly increased. A land- 
lord having $40,000 to pay annually to his fe- 
male and other relatives must twist that sum 
out of his tenants in addition to what he 
needs for hisown living. What the estate 
falls short in a bad-crup year must be made 
good in the next year. 

As wight be expected, this increase of the 
land charges and the enhancement of the 
rent eventually reached their climax. The 
bad crops of 1878 and 1879 and the partia! 
famine of 1880 exhausted the means of the 
tenants to pay rent, and led to a great col- 
lapse of the income from that source. The 
attempt to throw the famine-stricken tenants 
from the farms and to rent the lands at 
higher rates in order to compensate for the 
lost rents produced such a universal protest 
from ail civilized nations that the British 
people, following Mr. Gladstone, were com- 
pelled to revolutionize the land system of 
Ireland and admit the tenants to recognition 
under the common rights of humanity. The 
Land bill passed, and its machinery has been 
put in moon, but the distress which has vis- 
ited Ireland from the past is now at its full. 
During the last three years the crops have 
been failures, and the tenants now owe to 
their iandiords an average of from one 
to two years and a half rent But 
taking a moderate estimate, there is now 
due under the old laws and leases in 
Ireland one full year's rent, or about $75,000,- 
000. That much money has been lost to the 
English women and families whose sole or 


Chief dependence is in the incomes derived 


from the rents of the land in Ireland. On 
some of the estates the losses of revenue have 
been more or less general for two or three 
years, on others during one or more years, 
but less of rent this fall and winter has been 
very great.

THE OLD GALENA & CHICAGO UNION 
RAILREO 


AD. 

In the remarks made by the Hon. E. B. 
Wasnburne before the Historical Society on 
Tuesday night (to be found in another col- 
umn) there is an allusion to certain difli- 
culties which arose in the Board of Directors 
of this company, which, he alleges, led to the 
most disastrous results not only to Galena, 
but to the company itself. The circumstances 
Mr. Washburne alludes to are scarcely known 
to the esent population of Chicago, and it 
is only among the older settlers that they are 
familiar. It is believed that Mr. Washburne 
is correct in regard to the money and infiu- 
ence contributed by Galena and the lead 
mines in the initiative of that pioneer enter- 
prise. Galena was at the time probably the 
most flourishing town in the State. Great 
wealth had been developed in the lead mines 
and Galena had become the distributing 
point for what was then the Great North- 
west.” It had rich and enterprising mer- 
chants, extensive smelters, wealthy bankers, 
and the ublest bar in the State. The anxiety 
of all classes to be connected with Chicago 
and the lakes by rail was invense, and hence 
the great interest taken in hurrying forward 
the work. . 

It is charged that, after the road had be- 
come an assured success and was progressing 
rapidly to its destination at Galena, that it 
was proposed in the Board of Directors to 
change the terminus of the road to Savanna, 
on the Mississippi River, and cut off Galena 
entirely. When the project became known 
it naturally aroused a storm of indignation 
among the stockhojders at Galena and the 
neighboring villages. A committee was at 
onee appointed to visit Chicago to meet the 
Board of Directors and protest against the 
change. This committee was composed of 
the strongest and ablest men in Galena, and 
it might be said In the State. It consisted of 


| Charles 8. Hempstead, Esq., ex-Mayor of 


Galena and senior member of the Galens 
bar; the Hon. Thomas Drummond, now 
United States Circuit Judge; the Hon. Juseph 
P. Hoge, ex-meiuber of Congress; the Hon. 
Thompson Campbeil, afterwards member of 
Congress and Judge of the United States 
Land Court in California; and John M. 
Douglass, Esq., late President of the 
Lilinois Central Railroad. It is the tra- 
dition thatthere was a “battle of the 
giants”? when the question came up be- 
fore the Buard of Directors, as there were 
able and determined men on both sides, 
Messrs. Turner and Van Nortwick uphajd- 
ing the position of the board. Judge Drum- 
mond made one of the sledge-hammer argu- 
ments for which be was so well known at 
the bar. Hoge, who held a very high posi- 
tiun as a lawyer, and who has since become 
distinguished at the California bar, made a 
speech of irresistible power and eloquenve— 
ascathing denunciation of the proposed ac- 
tion by the Board of Directors, charged to be 
in bad faith and ingratitude towards the 
Galena stockholders. Weare not sufficiently 
familiar with the details of the outcome of 
this matter further than to state generally 
that, while the Board of Directors refused to 
build the road on to Galena, it, gave up the 
project of building to Savannd The lilinois 
Central Railroad then took up the line of the 
Galena & Chicago Unlon Railroad and built 
to Galena, while the latter road made its 
terminus at Freepost. It is too late now to 
pass upon the merits of that controversy, 
which excited so great an interest at the tiine. 
There were undoubtedly great divisions and 
a great deal of feeling developed, but most 
of the actors are dead, and it is hardly profit- 
able at this time to open the controversy ex- 
cept so far as it may be in the interest of the 
history of the part Mr. Ogden took in the 
question, which was so satisfactory to the 
Galena people, and for which Mr. Wash- 
burne paid him so high a compliment.

JEFF DAVIS AND HIS PLUNDER. 

The question of defalcation in the Govern- 
ment of the Confederate States promises to 
throw some discredit on the integrity of the 
vfficers in charge when that Government 
collapsed. The stories are quite contradict- 
ory. The allegation professes to be that Gen. 
Johnston has stated that when the Confederate 
President and Cabinet fled from Richmond 
at the time Lee evacuated that city President 
Davis carried with him $2,500,000 in coin, be- 
ing the entire funds in the Confederate 
Treasury. To this statement Gen. Beaure- 
gard adds that when Davis and his party 
pussed through North Carolina Gen. John- 
ston appealed to Davis for some money to pay 
his troops, and that Davis furnished him 
with $83,000, 5 

Putting these stories together, and in the 
absence of any other evidence, all that ap- 
pears is that President Davis carried off with 
him all the real money belonging to 
the Confederacy, but how much that 
was is a matter of conjecture. That 
he divided with Johnston is proof oniy 
that he had funds. It is not likely that he 
paid all that he had, because the fleeing Cab- 
inet were at that time in great peril, rewards 
being offered for their capture. These per- 
sons had no money of their own, and it is al- 
together probable were provided with funds 
out of the Confederate Treasury. They, 
it will be remembered, made their way 
to the coast, and, escaping to the West Indies, 
found their way to Europe. Breckinridge 
and several others remained several years 
abroad, and returned only when forced by 
financial severity. 

The question is, what claim the Confederate 
Government, or any person connected with 
it, has upon the money, or who is there who 
has any authaity in behalf of the Confed- 
eracy to make any demand on Jeff Davis for 
any money which he may have appgopriated 
to his own use. Had the money capt- 
ured by the United States it would 
have been «a lawful prize, but if 
Davis went off with the money 
that is the end of it. Who among 
the Confederates had any sup Hor ciaim to 
it? He was in yossessiun, and at that stage 
of the Confederacy possession was the ouly 
title. When Lee retreated, Davis left also, 
carrying with him all the tunds. On the 
road he was all there was of the Uonfeder- 
acy, and when he was captured and u prison- 
er the Confederacy was at end. When 
arrested.he had no, money with him; must 
have found in the meantime other means to

INTERPRETATIONS OF CRIMINAL LAW. 
The defects of the criminal procedure in 
Illinois are due quite as much to stupid rulings 
of the courts aa ta the imperfections of the 
law. This will appear from a comparison of 
the practice in Illinois and Ohlo as to changes 
of venue and continuances. 
The common law makes a change of venue 
a matter solely within the discredou of the 
Court applied to, subject to appeal and re 
view by a higher court if the discretion is 
abused. The object of the statutes provid- 
ing for change of venue has been usualiy to 
put the principles ef the common law on 
record for the guidance of Courts and law- 
vers. The language of the Illinois and Ohio 
statutes is almost identical, but, unter the 
decisions of the courts, the practice of the 
two States is widely different. Four purposes 
of comparison the statutes may first be placed 
side by side, and then the interpretations of 
them by the Supreme Court of each State be 
cited:

The original Illinois statute on which the 
ruling of the Supreme Court was had in 1833 
was not so mandatory as the language of 
the revision given above.

The Ohio rulim is strictly in accordance 
with the common-law practice, whereas the 
Ininois ruling is anomalous, and never ob- 
tained currency in apy other civilized com- 
munity except Arkansas. Yet the people of 
lilinois nave been obliged to suffer for fifty 
years on account of a blunder of the Su- 
preme Court in 1883. Such is the reverence 
of the Legislature for the errors of the judi- 
ciary! 

The experience of the two States in the 
matter of cuntinuances has been precisely 
the same. In both the common-law practice 
is supposed to prevail; but the Illinois courts 
have upset it by a remarkable decision that a 
demand for a continuance, as in the case of 
change of venue, shall be “ peremptory,” 
The Ohio ruling is just the other way: 


An application for the continuance of a case 
is addressed to the sound discretion of the Court, 
and its acon cannot be reversed unless it clear“ 
ly appears trom ail tne facts and c rcumstances 
thal there bas been an abuse of discreuun oper- 
ating tu the prejudice of the party in the final 
determination of the case, when it may be a 
proper gruuid to order a new trial. 

In a criminal asioacivil case an application 
for the post ponement of the trial to a subse- 
quent term 1s addressed to the discretion of the 


Court. 

The Ohio practice prevails throughout the 
Union. Itis simply the common law, which 
time and usage have made honorable, The 
lilinols practice, on the other hand, is the inu- 
vention of an early Judge who did not ap- 
parently know what the law was. 

The abolition of peremptory changes of 
venue and continuances would not bea 
dangerous innovation nor arash experiment.

- DEFALCATION. 
THE AUDITOR OF NEWARK, N. J. 
Bpectac Dispatch to The Chtcago Tribwis. 

New York, Dec. 21.—The excitement 
caused by the revelation of the enormous de- 
falcation of Oscar L. Baldwin, and the con- 
sequent wreck of the Mechanics’ National, 
of Newark, has searcely died away before 
the citizens of New Jersey’s metropolis 
are treated to another sensation of 
a similar character, and Newark now bids 
fair to win the unenviable distinction of be- 
ing a city of defaulters. Frederick A. 
Palmer, City Auditor of Accounts, was 
committed today to the E ssex County Jail, 
at the request of his own counsel, approved 
by himself, and on his own confession that he 
had embezzled in the neighborhood of $125,000 
from the city funds within the last three 
years. Mr. Palmer has been drinking very 
heavily for the past few days, and when he 
took his usual seat in his office in the city- 
hall at 10 o’clock this morning he showed 
the effects of 

TOO LIBERAL POTATIONS, 

but beyond this nothing unusual was no- 
ticed by his clerks. He wrote two short let 
ters, one of which he addressed to Mayor 
Fiedler, and which afterward proved to be 
his resignation ot the position of Auditor of 
the City of Newark, and the other 
to Ald. Theberath, Chairman of the 
Finance Committee of the board. Intrust- 
ing these to a messenger with orders to de- 
liver them as speedily as possible, he put on 
his overcoat, and, telling Mr. E. L. Dicker- 
son, his assistant, that he was going out, 
left the office. He went directly to 
the office of his counsel, William 


B. Guild Jr., and told him that he had em- 


bezzled the money of the city and lest it in 
Wall street. An expert, he said, was going 
through the accounts of the different de- 
partments, and, as soon as he reached the 
Auditor’s office, the frauds were 
SURE TO RE DISCOVERED. 
He had concluded, therefore, to make a clean 
breastof the matter at once, and he wanted 
advice as how to act from Mr. Guild. Palmer 
was in a terrible conaition from the eftects of 
whisky and chloral, of which he has 
taken large doses to quiet his nerves, 
and Mr. Guild, fearing that he might try to 
make away with himself, advised him to go 
atonce to the County Jail and surrender 
himself. This advise seemed to be in ac- 
cordance with the man’s own views, 
and, in company with the lawyer, 
he went to the jail. They 
reached the jail shortly after 11 o’clock, and 
were met by Deputy Warden Johnson, to 
whom Palmer repeated his statement that he 
had embezzled a large sum of money, and 
requested that a magistrate be sent for. 
Justice Mills was summoned, and, after the 
usual formalities, 
PALMER WAS DULY COMMITTED 

to await the action of the grand jury, which 
is now in session. The news of this re- 
markable action of the Auditor spread 
rapidly throughout Newark, and the city 
was almost as excited as it was during the 
first few days after the revelation of 
Baldwin’s rascality. Palmer, as Auditor 
of Accounts, did not have the handling 
of a cent of the city’s money. His duty was 
simply to approve the accounts of the city. 
and settlements were made through the 


Controller’s and Treasurer’s offices. It is a. 


mystery how Palmer could defraud the city 
of so large an amount as he claims to have 
squandered in speculations, unless he acted 
in collusion with other officefs, or has been 
guilty of forging warrants. Not a few of 
the friends of Palmer declare bold- 
ly that the man is crazy, and that 
the defalcation only exists in his disordered 
brain.

Dr. Hugh Neié@, late of Baltimore, M4., was 
arrested in this city last night by Detective 
George A. Hartman, upon @ requisition from 
the Governor of Maryland, and was placed in the 
County Jail to await the arrival of an officer 
who shall take him back to Baltimore to 
auswer to an indictment found against bim 
for the murder, through malpractice, of 
a Miss Blanche, an aristocratic young 
woman from Savannah, Ga. The story at- 


(tached to the case is, so far as a 


reporter for this paper was able to obtain it, to 
the effect that the young woman aforesaid hav- 
ing become involved in troubies at home which 
would ultimately result in her eternal disgrace 
were the facts known left her home in company 
with a female friend, and went to Baltimore, 
there to procure assistance from some phy- 
sician whose love of money was greater than 
bis fear of the law. The two engaged rooms 
at Barnum'’s Hotel, a quiet and se- 
lect family hostelry in the “City of 
Monuments,” and so soon as convenient after 
their arrival set about accomplishing 
the object of their visit. In what way they be- 
came acquainted with the man who is now ac- 
cused of the crime which resulted in Miss 
Blanche’s death does not appear. But that he 
was called upon to accept the office of cunfl- 
dential physician and that be undertook the 
doubly-dangerous operation appears from the 
action of the grand jury at Baltimore to be, to 
say the least, a matter of very grave sus- 
icion.

Guiteau (impatientiy)—Don’t you under- 
stand, Scoville, that $500 has modified his 
views. What's me use of wasting time on 
him? Let him go! 

THE MAN AS HE Is. 

Scoville was about to resume the examina- 
tion when Guiteau struck the table violentig 
and called out: Make the matter short. It's 
simply a matter of tact for the jury to de 
termine whether my free agency was de- 
stroyed ot not. I elaim it was, and I won't 
have you compromise my life, as you are 
doing, by your stuvid blunderbuss way of 
exawining witnesses.”

An Open Letter in Reply to Bishop 
MeQuaid’s Attach upon the Land 
Lea zue. 

Om104G0, Dec. 21.—The Rt.-Rev. Dr. MeQuatd, 
Bishop of Ruthester, V. Y.—Rr.-Rev. Sin: I 
read in today’s TRIBUNE a sermon or political 
address which you delivered in St. Paul's Cathe- 
drai, Rochester, N. T., in which you lay down 
certain general principies that are true in them- 
selves, but you mingle with taem other proposi- 
tions which are untenabie.

A SENSIBL&S RULING. 


For some time past merchants and private citi- 
zens have complained of the, strict regulations 
which compei the examinati of all imported 
goods at the Appraiser’s o of the Custom- 
House. When fragile china, statuary, and simi- 
lar were in question, a greut risk was in- 
volved in opening them before they reached the 
owner's residence or place of business. The only 
way to get around this trouble was by a long de- 
lay and personal application to the Secretury of 
the [reasury. Through the efforts of Collector 
Smith this nuisance hus been abated, as will be 
see by the following ruling, which was received 
yesterday: 

“ WasninoTon, D. C., Dec. 15.—To Collectors ana 
other Officers of the Customs: Art. 408 of the Regu- 
lations of 1874 is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: In nocuse can the examination of im- 
ported mercbundise be made at the residence of 
the importer, or at any other place not con- 
tempiated by the foregoing article, unless by 
special permission from the Collector of Cus- 
toms, in which the Appraiser concurs, as re- 
vuired by Art. 1,082. such permission will be 
given by the Collector in person only, or, 10 his 
absence, by his Special Deputy, and not other- 
wiso than in exceptional and extraordinary 
cases, as, for exampice, when articies are ot a 
very fragile character, or are imported for the 
personal use of the importer, and not as mor- 
chandise, or when they might be exposed to in- 
jury by being opened. examined, and repacked 
ut the Appraiser s store. Before grant such 
permission, the Collector will require the im- 
porter to deposit with him an amount sufficient 
to cover the expense, if any, that may be in- 
curred in the examination of the merchandise 
at the place designated.’

A 

reporter met Col. P. M. Clowry, Superintendent 

of Carriers, yesterday, and usked bim the cause 
of the delays.

ears. he was single, born in Germany, a boak- 

eeper by occupation, and inclined to intew- 
perance. Witness saw him about twenty-four 
hours before the suicide, and he was then in 
good spirits. In the letter be said he was going 
to kill himself because he could not make a liv- 


The jury returned a verdict that deceased came 
to his death by reason of a pistol-shot wound in- 
flicted by himself with suicidal intent. 

A 4-year-old son of Henry F. Steinmann, ir- 
ing at No. 888 Clybourn avenue, was drowned in 
the vault of the outhouse Tuesday afternoon. 
He had been playiug in the yard with a dog, and 
a woman in the dwell! heard the animal bark 
several times in a peculiar way. Looking out vf 
the window she noticed that the sound came 
from the privy. Going there she found the door 
fastened.

The woman also looked 
through the aperture and saw the child in 
the filth below. When taken out the 
boy was alive, and efforts were made to 
save him, but they were pnavailing. When laid 
out the dog went up to body and licked the 
child's hands, and showed by its actions that it

THE YOUNGS. 


A Verdict of Murder in the Pirst Degr 

for the Killing of Their Stepfather. 
Special Dispatch to The Vhicaco Tribune. 

' GREENCASTLE, Ind., Dec. 21.—The Coroner's 

verdict in the Lynch murder case charges the 
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of the Outrages. 


Three Masked Robbers Raid a Nerwood 
Park Residence. 


The police weré not aware at an early bour 
last evening that another daring robbery by 
masked burglars was to be added to the long list 
of similar outrages perpetrated by Chicago 
thieves in the immediate suburbs of the city. 
Tuesday night was the time for one, and another 
even more seusational in its details occurred at 
an early hour yesterday morning. The thieves 
in both cases were professionais, and it is in this 
city that the clews to the robberies are to be 
worked up. 


Abbev, well known as a successful mercbant 
and old settler of this aity, has been fur some 
time past living with Mrs. Mather, ber mother, 
inan unpretentious cottage in the Town of 
Norwood Park, about ten fmiles out on the Wie- 
consin Division of the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railroad. For some time past Mrs. Abbey has 
been alone in the bouse with Mrs. Shaw, of 
Jaues ville, an intimate friend,ber niece, Miss 
Fish, and her old mother, The only man about 
the place was the coachman, who slept in the 
burn. The cottae is situated ina rather lone- 
ly place, about a mile from the depot, and some 
little distance from any other house, the nearest 
neighbor being a Mrs. Miller, across the way. 
Mrs. Abbey bas been living quietly, 
but has made frequent visits to the 
city on business connected with her husband's 
estate, aud she was always eleguntiy d 

with diamonds, sealskins, aud au elaborate 
toilet. Hence it was, probably, that the atten- 
tion of burglars was drawu to the modest little 
— on the outskirts of the suburban yil- 


we. 

About 2 o' clock yesterday morning Miss Fisb, 
who siceps on tae ground floor, was awakened 
by the lighting of a match, her eyes 
to find two men in her room, with the ulistening 
barrei of a revolver in close proximity to her 
furebead. She was assu that no barm 
would come if she obeyed instrucuons and 
kept quiet, a hint which she did not 
The two robbers were masked with colored 
handkerchiefs and proceeded to take things 
very coolly. They lit more matches and 
into the parlor at the front of the huuse. The 
door leading up-stairs was boited, and they were 
stopped long — to wake up the other three 
ladies up-stairs. Mrs. Shaw, realizing the situa- 
tion, snatched a large cow-bell which was kept 
up-stairs for the express purpose of the 
neighbors, and commenced ringing it out of the 
window. She had scarcely leaned out when two 
shots were med at ber from the rear of the 
house. She stopped ringing somewhat suddenly 
and —— back into bed. By this time the 
burglars bad broken open the door and ran up- 
stairs, where they were met by vid Mrs. Mather. 
They used her rather roughly, choking her and 

THREATENING TO KILL HER ON SIGUT 
with the revolvers which they carried in their 
hands. Mrs. Abbey ran into another room 
locked herself in, when they cursed her in the 
vilest of language forced the other door. 
By this time their matches had given out, and, 
leaving one of the ruflians to guard the three 
terrified women, the other very composediy 
walked down to the kitchen, went to the match- 
box on the wall, and lighted a lamp, which he 
brought up-stairs. They then compelled Mrs. 
Abbey to get up and open her trunk. As she 
was somewhat slow in complying with their de- 
mands, they assaulted her, choked her, and car- 
ried their abuses to such an extent that 
yesterday she bore the marks of their brutai 
treatment. They were evidently well acquaint- 
ed, and asked: Where is your money “We 
want your diamonds.” “* Where ® your seal- 
skin sacque?” On her hesitating they cocked 
their revolvers again and threatened to use them 
ut once unless the valuables were given up. One 
of the burgiurcs had lost his mask ia the strugygie, 
and, leanum over the trunk, he took out a deli-. 
cute musiin jacket fron: which he tore a strip to 
replace his Bandkerchier. ln going up-stuairs 
one ot the outlaws bumped his bead on the 
rather low ceiling, and he stopped operations 
long euough to relieve himself of a volley of 
oaths, and ended up by a series of vile impreca- 
tions on thé whole family for having such iow 
ceilings over thé stairways. 

Active operations then commenced. Mrs. Ab- 
bey’s purse containing about $50 and Mra. 
Shuw’s purse with about $40 were rifled and the 
purses thrown back at their uwners. Mrs. Shaw 
was left in bed but Mrs. . was compelled to 

et up and point out tne hiding places of ber 
— From ner were taken a goid eye- glass 
with a delicate gold chain, a Geneva watch and 
long neckchain,:aciuster diamoud ring, a sol- 
ituire diamond, diamond earrings, a set of valu- 
able coral jewelry, a cameo pin, and a num- 
ber of costly trinkets which the rob- 
bers found in the trunk and bureau. 
Mrs. Shaw gave up her gold watch and chain, a 
diu mond ring, and diamond earrings. Mra. Ab- 
bey's sealskin sacque was examined and finally 
left behiad, as it had been slightly injured by a 
few months’ wear. robbers coolly ran- 
sacked the rooms, while the younger ladies re- 
mained in terror of still more dreadful outrages. 
They happily got off with a few chokings, and 
the inarauders went out with the lamp, stopping 
to pick up the cow-bell and carry n off. 
old lady called for the coachman and his Er. 
whereupou the roughs paused to assure la- 
dies that no help couid reach them, and threéat- 
ened to storm the barn and kill the man who 
slept there. They then left the house with the 
lamp and the cow-bell, going 
RAPIDLY IN A NORTHEASTERLY DIRECTION. 

The ladies sat up until daybreak in mortal 
terror and on the verge of bysterics. Wen 
they summoned courage to move about they 
found that the burglars obtained an entrance to 
the house through a window in the dining-room 
which is but a few feet above the ground. They 
moved aboutas if they were,well acquainted 
with the plan of the house, and evidently were 
well posted, as to the lonely condition of its 
occupants and the amount of jewelry they had 
in their possession. A brief consultation fixed 
the losses in the neighbourhood o the 
robbers having disdained to touch th but 
the money and jeweiry which w in sight. 
None of the things down-stairs were touched, and 
tne result was small in — — with the 
boldness of the outrage. The description of the 
two wen as given by their victims is pene my 9 
ly vague, as their masks almost completely hid 
the expression of their faces. They appeared 
to be well-dressed young men with slouch feit 
hats. The one whose mask fell off bad a round 
chubby tuce and blue eyes. He was compara- 
tively young, witha beardiess face. The other 
operator was slightly taller, but his face was so 
well hidden under a red handkerchief that no 
description could be attempted. Both wore 
dark clothes. The other wmwember of the gang 
was posted outside near the barn, and the only 
indication of his presence was the flashes from 
his pistol when he fired at Mrs. Shaw. 

An attempt was made to enter the house about 
four weeks wo, when a window was raised in 
the pantry. The robbers were at that time 
frightened off by the awakening of Miss Fish. 
There isa suspicious circumstance connected 
with the case which would bear investigation 
when the detectives come to hear of it. Mrs. 
Miller, who lives across the road, some distance 
otf, beard the beil and the scream, but was uns- 
ble to render assistance, as she was alone in 
house. The man employed about the place, how- 
ever, claims that be slept throu all the 
racket, although bis room was in the barn 
but a few feet from the house, and the two shots 
must have been fired aimost under his window. 
He may be a sound sleeper, but it would do no 
harm to subject him to a severe cross-examina- 
tion. He has been in the employ of the family 
but a few months, and the threats of the rob 
bers aguinst him were almost too pronounced. 

A somewbat similar outrage happened In Lake 
View a few hours earlier, and two places 
are near enough together for the same gang to 
have played the two “tricks” in one night.

FINANCIAL. 


The stock market bas at least become aciive 
under the influences of the last few days, and 
that must be considered a point gained by the 
speculators and commission houses. Anything 
is better than the stagnauon of the weeks of 
dullness that preceded. Transactions were large 
yesterday, and the market was rendered fever- 
ish by a great number of disturbing rumors. 
Money was active, ang premium was charged of 
1-64 to 1-16 of l percent. At the close the rate 
was 5 per cent, and stocks had a sharp rally. 

Pullman went don from 127 to 120 at the 
opening on news from Montreal that the Cana- 
dian Government bad seized a number of cars 
for smuggling, and Oregon Railway & Naviga- 
tion dropped from 158 to 151, with no reason 
given that reached Chicago operators. Puilman 
was the subject of many unfavorable rumors. 
Some of it has been sold short in New York on 
the theory that its investment in the Town of 
Pullman will be a damage to the company, and 
on the fact that Mr. Gould has ordered the cars 
off bis Lron Mountain line. Just how much loss 
there isin the Montreal affair cannot be as yet 
ascertained, but it certainly does not look 
serious. As for the loss of business on Mr. 
Gould's Southwestern roads, it is still a question 
that will probably have to be decided by the 
courts whether the contract can be terminated 
in the summary way Mr. Gould has done. Con- 
tracts have been made with new railroads like 
the Chesapeake & Ohbio and Northern Pacific 
that will give the company more to do than it 
as lost by Mr. Gould. The earnings of the 
the

Considerabie floating stock was sold by Chicago 
parties; some of it because the margin 
was wiped out, and some because the boilders 
had been made nervous by all the bad news they 
beard. The first sale was made at 120. Some 
orders were sentonto buy at that figure, but 
the price did not afterwards go lower than 121. 

Jersey Central was attacked, and sold down to

Denver was again uctive,and advanced from 
67% to 70%, closing at 70. 

Wabash preferred was one of the stocks which 
the cable dispatches declared to be freely sold in 
London. After going off % to 71X, it advanced 
to 73%, and closed at the highest point of the 
day. 

New York advices were almost altogether 
bearish, and a great deal of manipulating press- 
ure was evidently brought to bear to force stocks 
down. The almost universal expectation ap- 
pears to be that much lower prices will be made. 
Even the buils, of whom there are a few left, 
seem to have made up their minds to this. 
Money, according to the best indications, will 
rule permanently higher hereafter than it has 
done for several years, and hence the securities 
returning a fixed income must range on 
a lower level of prices. Such stocks as 
will earn larger dividends by virtue 
of the same prosperity that makes money worth 
more will be an exception to this movement to- 
wards permanently lower prices. The great 
manipelafors of Wail street say familiarly that 
they can make more mouey in times of panic 
than in any otber period. As the country is 
prosperous they can safely exert their depress- 
ing machinery to the utmost without fear of 
producing a general collapse. For men like 
Gould and Field there could be no better 
game than to inaugtrate a determined bear 
campaigu at this time, like that of the 
spring of 1880. They will so be abie to buy an 
immense amount of stocks at cheap prices, 
which they can sel again at a handsome ad- 

ance to the dear people.“ Some of the stocks 
on the list begin to look cheap to some investors, 
but fegt this class of buyers have the courage 
to pu in the face of a declining market. 

Texas Pacific is remarkably well ‘sustained. 
The strength imparted to it from behind is 
strongly confirmatory of our recent statement 
that the bonds heid by the syndicate that bulit 
the road had not yet been sold. They cannot 
afford to let the stock go down. 

The Herald says that, considering the amount 
of money to be disbursed on and after the first 
of the year and the decline in prices which has 
already taken place, it would seem somewhat 
hazardous to sell the market short at present 
figures. 

Some carefully considered views as to the 
future of the money market, as applicable to 
New York and Chicago as to London, are given 
by the London Times. It says: 

The peculiar condition of the money market 
at the present time, when the tendency, accord- 
ing to usual experience, should be to case, but 
whenin point of fact rates are firmly main- 
tained, attracts* more and more attention. 
Money remafns really in short supply, as would 
naturally be inferred from the sma/i amount of 
the bank reserve, and the fact that, as regards 
all foreign operations. the tendency continues to 
be for coin to leave the bank in Various directions. 
The activity of trade is being felt, and, in spite 
of the complaints among bankers of there bein 

few bills, we believe it will be found at the em 
of the half-year, as it was at the end of June 
last, that deposits and bills bave both increased, 
as they always tend to do — in times of 
improving trade. ‘Trade is ccrtainly improving 
in ali directions, and not least at the present 
time the foreign export trade, which bas started 
forward with renewed vigor during the last few 
months. This improving trade will now be a pow- 
erful inflacace in keeping money dear, the rise in 
wages and prices which must come before long 
Causing a strong demand by the public for coin 
and notes, and tending to weaken che banks. If 
the banks were obtaining a new supply of coin 
from any quarter, this last fact would not mat- 
ter so much; but, as we have frequently @- 
plained of late, not only are coin and bullion 
source everywhere, but the new supplics coming 
forward from the mines are intercepted by 
Italian and other demands, so that any iacrease 
of coin and notes in the hands of the public, 
which arise in wages — sees may render 
nec „ must fall upon resei ves of the 
banks. opinion is accordingly now held in 
many well-informed quarters that the market 
will not see lower rates than the present fora 
long while to come—that the beginning of a 
new year will not bring any return of ease ofa 


permanent kind.

Green 
fruits were inactive aud unchanged, the stormy 
weather keeping buyers away from the market. 
Hides are dull and drooping, dealers generally 
predicting lower figures. Grease and tallow are 
inactive and unchanged. There was no change 
to note in the market for potatoes, there being 
no track sales of consequence to report. Metals 
and tinuers ware were reported actiye at sched- 
ule prices, Wool was quiet and unchanged. 
In seeds flaxseed recovered somewhat from the 
decline of the early days of the week, and sold 
up to $1.30@1.22, closing at the latter figure. 
Timothy and clover seed were quiet and steady. 
Dressed hogs were weak‘ at $6.85 for 240 lb av- 
erage.

The receipts of wheat reported yesterday at 
Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Louis, Toledo, and De- 
troit aggregated 161,000 bu, and the shipments 
45,000 bu.

The situation in wheat is weak, or it is strong, 
according as we look upon ourselves as export- 

ers or not, on this 2 It becomes more and 
more apparent that estern Europe will want 
buta small quantity of our wheat at anything 
like present prices, being abie to fillthe bulk of 
her deficiencies on more favorable terms clise- 
where. At least parties in the trade on tbe other 
side write and cable almost unanimously as if 
they believe this; and it does not look as if these 
views will materially change till later in the sea- 
son, if at all. On the supposition that we have 
no more wheat on the Atlantic Side of the Rocky 
Mountains than cup be taken care of at home. 
there 1s yet room for a Samson-like exhibition of 
strength; otherwise not. 

Just how much of our last year’s wheat crop 
there may be to spare is yeta matter of doubt, 
but at present it does not look as if Chicago 
will receive more than about 3,000,000 bu of No. 
2 wheat out of the last spring-wheat crop. There 
will be some No. 3, but a large proportion of the 
whole is spoiled so badly that it will not grade at 
all, and will leave scarcely anything after pay- 
ing freight. Iowa and Illinois have scarcely any 
spring wheat to export, nor has any other State 
in the Northwest except Minnesota. The win- 
ter-wheat crop shows up moderately well in sev- 
eral of the States, but presont known facts do 
not warrant the belief that we have a big ex- 


port surplus of wheat from the crop of 1881.

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THE SUPREME COURT. 


A Step Toward Relieving It of Its 
Excess of Litigation. 


Senator David Davis’ Bill to Estab- 
lish a Court of Appeals. 


Something Which All Lawyers Will Read 
with Great Interest. 


Following is the full text of the bill iatro- 
duced Dec. 12 by Senator David Davis, and de- 
signed to relieve ne United States Supreme 
Court, which is at present far behind on its 
docket, with no prospect. of ever catching up. 

enacted, etc., That a Circuit Court shall be 
held in every judicial district in the United 
States, and the terms therof sball commence at 
the same time and piace as those of the District 
Court; and sucb Circuit Court is hereby created 
and established in every district where no such 
court now exists, and shall belong to the circuit 
iu whose territorial limits it is r und 
when mme than one Judge competent 
to hold such Circuit Court 16 present, 
each Judge may bold a separate ses8- 
sion thereof, in whien case the pre- 
siding Justice or Judge shall, from time to time, 
designate the causes to be tried or heurd before 
the other Judge or Judges; and the panel of 
jurors selected and summoued tor the District 
Court shallalso be nel of the Circuit 
Court, unless a special order to the contrary be 
made by one of the Judges of suid Circuit Court 
at least thirty days before the term. Every Cir- 
cuit ana Distriet Judge is empowered to hold a 
District Court if any district within the circuit 
whenever assigned to that duty by the Circuit 
Judge who is senior in otfice, and two or more 
Judges may hold separate sessions thereof. 

Sec. 2. Taat the several Circuit Courts of the 
United States shali have and exercise no juris- 
diction in cases of appeais or writs of error ul- 
lowed, taken, or sued out after che list day of 
September, 188—. except that reviews in bank- 
ruptey cases, in the exercise of their supervisory 
jurisdiction, may be bad as heretofore provided. 

Sec. 3. That there shail be established in each 
of the circuits of the United States a court to be 
called the Court of Appeals, which shall have 
appellate jurisdiction, subject to the provisions 
of this = of all cases arising in the several 
Circuit District Courts @ituin said circuits 
respectively. The said Court of Appeals shuil 
consist of the Justice of the Supreme Court as- 
signed to the circuit, and or the Circult Judges 
thereof, and two of the District Judges, to be 
desiguated fur each term of the court by the 
Circuit Judge who is seniorin olfice, upon due 
notice in writing. the desiggation to be made aa 
far as practicable in rotation, any three 
of whow, includimg at least one Judge 
competent to preside, shall constitute a quoruin, 
In cuse of the absence of the Justice of ths 
Suprewe Court or ot either Circuit Judge, or of a 
District Judge so designated, another District 
Judge may be designaicd in manner aforesaid to 
serve as long as such absence sbull continue. 
Such Justice of the Supreme Court, or, in his 
absence, the Circuit Judge present who is senior 
in office, shali preside. Iu tne absence of a quo- 
rum the Judge or Judges present shull adjourn 
the court from duy to day, or without day. 

Sec. 4. That such Court of Appeals shail bea 
court ot record, shali prescribe the turm aud 
device of its seal, and appoint a Clerk, remova- 
bie at Its pleusure. Such Clerk may, with the 
upprovalof the court, to be entered of record, 
appoint a deputy, who, in case of the deuth or 
resignauon of the Clerk, shall be the Clerk until 
another shull be appuinted. Every such Clerk 
shall take the oath and give the bond, with sure- 
ties, prescribed by law tor clerks of District

Sec. 4. Tuat the” Marshal of the district in 
wien said (ourt of Appeals is heid shall attend 
its sittings abd execute its process to Lim direct- 
ed, and, unden the direction of the Attorney- 
Geueral of the United States and with bis ap- 
proval, provid@such rooms as may be necessa- 
ry and pay all idvidental expenses of said court, 
including crier, Hias, and messengers: ro- 
vided, Inat no butik vr rooms shall ve rented 
or leased for the use of said court in any city 
where a building of the United States is situated 
which can be conveniently used for We purpose:

Sec. 6. Thata @ritof error iu cases proper 
for such writ, aud in all other cases an appeal 
may. except as berein otberwise provided, be 
tuken to the Court of Appeals from any tinal 
judgment or decree of auy Circuit or District 
Court within the circuit when the amount 
claimed or the value of the property in contro- 
versy exceeds $500, and in other cases where an 
appeal or writ of error pow lies froin such judæ- 
ment or decree, or where the Circuit or 
District Judge — certity that the ad- 
judication involves question of general 
importance: Pruvided, “That no review of the 
decision of the Circuit Court in the exercise 
of. its supervisory jurisdiction in any case of 
bankruptcy ssall be allowed. No appeal shall 
be taken or writ of error sued out except within 
ninety days after the eatry of the order, decree, 
or judgment sought to be reviewed. 

such writ of error or appeal,

In case the decision or de- 
termination of sucb Court of mores shail 80 
modify or reverse such order or ‘ree of tue 
court below as to cause the same to become a 
tinal decree,an appeal from such direction of 
the Court & Appeals shall be allowed to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, in cases and 
according to the manner hereinafter provided 
forappeals from decreesin equity entered by 
the direction of the Court of Appeals. The said 
court shall have power to issue writs of error, 
mandamus, scire factas, habeas corpus, and all 
other writs which inay be necessary or proper to 
the exercise of its jurisdiction and agreeable to 
the principles and usages of law. All provisions 
of law now in force prescribing the cases in 
which appeals may be taken or write of error 
sued out for the review by the Supreme Court 
of the tinal judgment or decree of a Circuit or 
a District Court shall, except as modified by this 
act, apply to an appeal taken ora writ of error 
sued vut under this section. 

Sec.7. That the Supreme Court shall from 
time to time, as it may be necessary, adopt and 
promuigate rules to regulate the maoner of tak- 
ing such appeal or suing out such writ of error,

or of staying procceed ings in the inferior courts, 


subject to the provision of the sixth section of 
this act as to the time of takin such appeal or 
suing out such writ of error. The Court of Ap- 
peais may also cstablish such rules, not incon- 
sistent with law or the rules estublisbed by tho 
Supreme Court, as it — deem necessary for 
the regulation of the pructice ot the said court. 

Sec.8. That all appeals and writs of error 
taken, alluwed, or sued out upon or from 
any judgments or decrees of the Cir- 
cuit and District Courts entered after the 
Ist day of September, 185--, shall be taken, 
allowed, or sued out under ac- 
cording to the provisions of this act, and not 
otherwise; but all cases which shall be pending 
in any Circuit Court on said day upon appeal or 
writ of error shall be heard and determined by 
such Circuit Court in the tame manner as if this 
act had not been passed, 

Sec. 9. That a writ of error, if allowed by a 
Judge of the proper Court of Appeals, may be 
sued out ofa that court from the final judgment 
of a Circuit or District Court in any criminal case 
to such Court of Appeals within nisety days 
after the entry of such judgment: but such 
writ shall not operate as a stay of proc ings, 
except in capital cases, unless it is so ordered by 
the Judge who shall allow the writ. The judg- 
ment upon such writ sball be final unless certi- 
fled as hereloafter provided in the eleventh sec- 
tion of this act, and snail be remitted to the Cir- 
cuit or District Court appeaied from, to be eu- 
forced according to law. 

Sec. 10. That terms of the said Court of Ap-

transferring a portion of the causes pending in 
such Court of Appeals to one or more of the 
Courts of Appeals of other eircuits where such 
accumulation of business does not exist, and 
each of the Courts of Ap of such other 
circuits shall thereupon bear and determine 
such causes in like maoner, and with the like 
effect, and in the same order as if the causes 80 
transferred nad originated in its own circuit. 


THE PULLMANS. 


A Very-Much Magnified Story—No Seiz- 
ure of Their Cars. 

The report of the alleged seizure of the books 
and property of the Pullman Palace-Car Com- 
pany at Montreal Tuesday morning by the cus- 
toms official, caused quite a ripple of excite- 
ment at the Chicago offices yesterday, and early 
in the day Mr. George M. Pullman sent a private 
message to General-Superintendent Brown to 
telegraph at once for full particulars. Telegrams 
were immediately sent on, but no answer was 
received, and the opinion seemed to be that the 
story was acanard. A reporter calicd on Gen- 
eral-Superintendent Brown during the day, and 
asked him what he had heard of the reported 
seizure. 

“We have bad no advices as yet,“ said Mr. 
Brown, “of the matter reported, and ail we 
know of it is what we have seen in the press dis- 
patches. We are at a loss to understand on 
what grounds the alleged seizure bas been nade, 
us the company bas not knowingly violated tne 
customs lawsof either the Dominion or the 
United States.“ 

‘Du you build your cars in Canada?” 

We build those used iu Canada. The cars ro- 
ferred to are built for us by the Grand Trunk 
Railroad on our specifications, and are operated 
on that road. ‘Lhe cars are repaired in the 
Grand Trunk shops in Canada, at tne expense of 
the road. Our company only renews the car- 
pets, upholstery, and bedding, and always pur- 
chases these materials in Moutreal.”’ 

‘What about this discharged conductor who ts 
said to bave made complaint against the com- 
pany?” 

~ Weil, if he did make a complaint, he was un- 
doubtedly prompted in doing so by a malicious 
desire to annoy the compauy. 

* Doesn't the Grand Trunk Road protect your 
cars operated by them?’ 

“They ought certainly to give a bond to re- 
lease the cars, as they must need them on the 
road. That is the reason I am loath to believe 
the report. It does not seem to me that they 
would give up the curs when a bond from them 
would release them.“ 

Have you no one at Montreal to look after 
this thing?” 

Ide Superintendent at that point is away at 
present looking over his line, or he would have 
attended to it.’ 

* Can you build cars cheaper in the Dominion 
than in the States?’ 

Les, but we do not build cars there to br 
Into the States except in the usual course 0 
travel. Our rules are very strict as to the ob- 
Servation of customs laws of both countries, and 
we have not knowingly violated them.’ 

Later in the afternoon the reporter call 
upon Mr. Brown, who said: 

Lou can state officially that vet a single car 
was seized. The only seizure was that of the 
books and papers in the office. Our Consul! in 
Montreal advise us that such seizure was ille- 
gal. and our representative there at once made 
u formal de — for the return of the books and 
papers, and the customs authorities promised to 
restore them today.” 

To what do you attribute the trouble!“ 

“I am at a loss to know except on the hypothe- 
sis that it is an attempt ot᷑ a couple of discharged 
conductors to give us some annoyance. As [ 
before said, we have always taken special pains 
to fully comply with the customs lav of the 
two countries. For twelve years we bave been 
runnircg our cars in ana through Canada, and we 
uu ve never before had a purticic of trouble. If 
there was anything wrong in our interpretation 
of the customs laws ot Canada, it seems strange 
that it was not discovered before. All 
the supplies needed by us in Montreal 
which we cannot purchase in Canada 
we sbip from bere as freigbt. and on arrival iu 
the Dominion immediately go into bond. On 
— at Montreal we pay the duty on the 
goods 

Did the customs authorities of Canada make 
any demand on you, or give you notification of 
any irregularity on your part? 

None whatever.’ 

Mr. Brown left last night for Montreal, and 
will make a thorough investigauon of the case, 
and, should he find it the result of a conspiracy 
to wantonly annoy or damage the company, 
legal proceedings will be at onee instituted 
against the offending parties.

GALVA, III., Dec. 20.—The trial of Gwpiteau 
when conciuded will have brought before the 
court and public an array of medical talent of 
the highest order in the land, and greater, so far 
as numbers and reputation are concerned, than 
ever appeared before any court before. And as 
it was well known from the day President Gar- 
field was shot until the trial began that the pris-

It has long been 
suspected that expert testimony is neither more 
nor less than simple guessing, and has no scien- 
tific basis whatever, and now, as we see men 
claiming to possess the highest order of talent us 
experts go upon the stand and flatly contradict 
each other, this suspicion becomes an absolute 
certainty, at least so far as it applics to these 
several individuals.

How the Game ts Played and by Whom—A 
Broad Field tor Swindling. 


It is generally conceded that there never was 80 
much gambling in Chicago as at present. The 
games are pumerous, dnd have a larger limit 
than was ever before known west of New York 
City. As a consequence of this many of the 
beaviest professional gambiers from the West 
and South have been here for several months 
devoting their time and money to the faro 
bank. And as faro floyrishes, so all other species 
of gambi flourish. Not the least of these is 
“ policy "~—not the policy which consists of hon- 
esty, but a game which appears to have been 


devised for those who had not money enough té 


bet at furo and its companion games. One 
often hears of wpolicy, but only a few 
know anything about it. The cabualistic 4-11-44 
is as full of mystery to the average citizen as the 
writing on the wall was to Belsbazzar, and when 
he hears of “saddics, gigs, and horses,“ he 
knows enough only to surmise that the terms 
are used in a species of gambling based upon 
borse races. The game has made rapid strides 
in the West within the last fifteen years, but 
there is a sort of Masonic secrecy maintained by 
those interested in the bugjness which has pre- 
vented it from becoming as well known as other 
gambling devices. 
ONE ATTRACTIVE FEATURE 
of the new game, as compared with the ordinary 
lottery, is this: A large number of the patrons 
of the lottery had a desire to choose their own 
numbers, which, because of some superstition 
or belief, they consider luckier than others, but 
owing tothe great number of lottery tickets, 
and the manner inwhich they are scattered 
throughout the country it is an impossibility for 
the managers to furnish tickets thus called for. 
The patron of policy, on the contrary, nus 
simply to designate his chosen numbers, and on 
utung up hie wager, or paying the premium as 
t were, is furnished with bis policy by the 
banker. And yet another advantage is that a 
dozen or more persons may place their money 
on the same number, while in lottery the 
pumver is sold outright to an individual. Al- 
most from its Incipiency policy was a favorit 
game with the colored population, and it be- 
came more rapidly * and lucrutive in 
Southern cities than in Northern ones. It was 
not until 1863 or thereabouts that the game 
reached this city, and 
TWO OF THF EARLY PIONEERS 

are still in the business, one as agent of the Ken- 
tucky lottery, having offices on the second floor 
of the Williams Building, Nos. 87 and d Dear- 
born street, and the other as agent of the Frank- 
tert lottery at No. 10% Washington street. By 
close attention to business through so many years 
they have succeeded in building up a patrunage 
which pays them acomfortabie income. They 
live well, dress well, bave comfortabie and even 
finely furnished residences, and are us happy 
and as ornamental as the lilies of the field, 
which toil not, neither do they spin, for the 
routine work of their offices is easily mauaged 
by a clerk or two in their employ. Having 

enty of time and cash at their disposal they 
abbie in stocks, shave notes, loan money on 
collateral, and do a pawnbroking business gen- 
erally, but policy furnishes them with the 
means of subsistence.

ticket, and that prosecution under tbe law pro- 
hibiting the sale of lottery-tickets did not hold 
good in this case. And yet if the slip of paper 

was not a lottery-ticket, what was it? 

It is but rarely that policy is interfered with 
nowadays, but lottery agencies are squeiched by 
the police or the grand jury almost as soou as 
started. The reason is not apparent, for the one 
is as certainly amenable to the law as the other. 
Perhaps it is because policy-players interfere 
with no one, rope ia no “suckers,” and would 
probably continue to play their favorit game 
despite all that the au ties could do to pre- 
vent them. It could de actually suppressed 
only by suppressing the iuttery drawings where- 
ever they may be made. re is vo doubt, 
bowever, that something could. be done to pre- 
vent the rapid spread of the game in this city 
were the authorities dis to interfere, 
which, to say the least, is not to be expected of 
an administration which openly permits all other 
sorts of gambling to thrive. and which cannot 
be expected to interfere with one which con- 
cerns chiefly the poor and the ignorant. 


WILLIAM B. OGDEN. 


The Hoa. E. B. Washburne’s Eloquent 
Tribute to Mis Memory at the Tues- 
day-Night Meeting of the Chicago Mis- 
terical Society.¢ 
At the meeting of the Chicago Historical So- 

ciety Tuesday night, a partial account of which 

was published in yesterday's TRIBUNE, there was 
an unusually large attendance of many of Chi- 
cago’s most distinguished citizens, who listened 
with great interest to the admirable memoir of 
Mr. Ogden by the Hon. Isaac N. Arnold, Presi- 


dent of the society. 

After the conclusion of Mr. Arnold's address, 
Mr. E. B. Washburne said that he felt that be 
was the interpreter of the sentiments of all the 
members of the Historical Society, as well as all 
those who had the good fortune to be present at 
the meeting, in expressing the gratification and 
pleasure every one must have felt in listening 
to the admirable memoir of Mr. Ogden from the 
gifted pen of Mr. Arnold. Nothing, in his judg- 
ment, could be more just and fitting tban the 
tribute paid to Mr. Ogden. It was worthy 
that distinguished man, who had deen 
so long and honorably identified with 
Chicago, and who had lett the impression of bis 
name and character, not only in this city, but on 
the State and the Northwest. He had known 
Mr. Ogden longer and better than any promi- 
nent business-man of Chicago during his time. 
The gravious gift to the society by his widow of 
the splendid portrait which would now adorn 
the walls of the society, where the cuuning un- 
gers of Chicago's greatest aRist, Healy, had so 
tuitpfully detineated the marveious features of 
the man, would be prized so long as the Histor- 
ical Society shall exist. [Applause.] Mr. Ogden 
was a man of education, intelligence, and re- 
finement. As a business-man, be bad broad 
and enlightened views, a bold spirit, and un- 
erring sagacity. Of courtly and polished man- 
ners, there was no society in the world which he 
would not have adorned. Asa conversational- 
ist, he had scarcely ever known his superior, or 
even his equal. If a public speaker was to 
be measured by the results accomplished, 
there was no man ever more happy 

more successful. He had never known 
4 man who could address himself 
more successfully to the intelligence, the under- 
standing, the judgment, and the sympathies of 
men than Mr. Ogden. He himseif bad occasion 
to know how effectuaily be could move men.

road’’—and all bis contemporaries knew the 
zeal and energy with which he gutered into that 
work, destined to have such a Vast influence on 
the fortunes of Chicago and the State. it was 
in the first throes of that enterprise, strange as 
it might now seem, that Chicago turned to 
Galena and the lead mines for heip, and that 
little city, then so full of enterprise, with its 
unrivaled business men, its merchants, its 
bunkers, its ijead-brokers, its miners, and 
its smelters contributed more money in 
the first instance, if he mistook not, to put into 
the road than apo It was then the Gale- 
na & Chicago Union lroad,” and now, alas!

Benjamin Brewster, Attorney-General— 
His Personal Appearance, Career, and 
Characteristics—The Style, Figure, and 
Manner of a French Aristocrat - 4 
Splendid Opportunity to Distinguish 
Himself in Office by Crushing Out the 
Thieves, Lobbyists, and Political 
Vultures,

New York, Dec. 18.—Benjamin H. Brewster's 
nomination has been better received by the 
country than either Folger’s or Frelinghuysen’s. 
Brewgter has popular elements of character, and 
if he exercises them vigorously in hig office of 
Attorney-General he will leave a m behind 
him, and be so strong with the country that 
the President cannot afford to desert him, 
even if it is insisted upon by the usual thieves 
around the Government. I do not mean to mince 
matters on the word thief. That predatory 
class, which lies around Washington City com- 
mitting nuisances in the departments, will stay 
just as long as it is safe for them to de sa. They 
are now banking very beavily on the President's 
mortgage to the Stalwarts. Every effort was 
made to beat Mr. Brewster, and, so far as I can 
hear, Senator Cameron assisted it. 

Brewster is one of the most eccentric men 
who ever appoared in a N:itional Cabinet. I 
know him pretty well. Imagine a rather grace- 
ful man of the medium size, with small feet, 
flexible ankles, well- turned limbs, and the figure 
of a French aristocrat. I might make this de- 
scription more vivid to a very few of your read- 
ers if I would say the figure of a Philadelphia 
aristocrat ef seventy years ago. 

Price is one of those old Philadelphians who 
started in life by making a study of how long he 
vould live if he tried. He resolved to live all he 
could anyway, by a rigid method, and when I 
last heard of him was nearly 100 years old, and 
still taking the same amount of exercise that he 
took at 25. He had one of those clean, marbie- 
fronted offices on Arch street which looked like 
an undertaker's who strictly buried infants. 
There, about forty-three years ago, Brewster 
entered as a student. He was aggressive, social, 
cheeky, regarding himseif as fit to go anywhere, 
and if any body said nay left an awful impres- 
sion on that man’s mind by some slight and 
curdling remark he would drop, aud dur- 
ing the prime years of the Democratic 
party he was one its orators, but always spoke 
with his gioves on his hands. He taid down the 
law for the Democracy, but if any common 
chap would pusb into his presence Brewster 
would spit him on as e sentence, which gen- 
erally finished the man. The language grew up 
in his peculiar temperament like corks around a 
cork-screw. He never put his tongue into any 
thing but be pulled it. At compliment he was 
excellent, butat invective he was divine. He 
lived in high atmospheres, rauked himself with 
George M. Dallas, James Buchanan. and the oid 
Walnut street element, which has since moved 
into the back alleys and let a new Walnut street 
vainly endeavor to pass for the simon-pure.
